U.S. Warns Koreds 
Of Possible Steps 
In Brutal Murder 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Pen­ 
tagon said today the 41,000 U.S. troops 
in South Korea have been placed on a 
precautionary alert as a result of the 
slaying of two U.S. Army officers by 
North Koreans at Panmunjom. 
“ We have taken the precautionary 
move of increasing the readiness 
status of the forces in the area,” a 
Pentagon spokesman said. 


The 
Pentagon 
announcem ent 
followed North Korea’s declaration 
that it has ordered its armed forces 
into a state of combat readiness 
because of the U.S. reaction to the 
slayings. 


Earlier U.S. military commanders 
in Korea had called men back to their 
units 
but 
had 
stopped 
short 
of 
describing the order as part of a 
special alert. 


There are five stages of alert leading 
up to readiness for combat. It was 
understood that the precautionary 
alert ordered by the Pentagon was well 
below this level. 


“This increased alert status has 
been taken in view of the unprovoked 
and unpremeditated assault” which 
also resulted in injuries to U.S. and 
South Korean personnel, a Pentagon 
spokesman said. 


The Pentagon spokesman declined 
to discuss in specifics any military 
moves in Korea in connection with the 
new crisis. 
The decision for the alert followed a 
meeting here Wednesday afternoon of 
a high level government group which 
monitors crises and possible trouble 
spots. 
Before the Pentagon announcement, 
U.S. officials denounced the slaying of 
the U.S. officers by North Korean sol­ 
diers as a “deliberate m urder” and 
warned that the deaths threatened to 
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undo the uneasy peace between the two 
Koreas. 
“Never before in the 23 years since 
the cease-fire was formally signed has 
there been the outright and brutal 
murder of joint security area security 
force personnel,” said a letter from 
Gen. Richard Stilwell, the American 
head of the United Nations Command,

Ford sped across Kansas City for a 
postmidnight meeting with Reagan. 
After their discussion in Reagan’s ho­ 
tel suite, the two men met reporters, 
and the defeated challenger vowed to 
campaign for Ford in the fall. 
“As we both agreed from the 
beginning, once the fight was over we 
would be together,” Reagan said. 
The unity meeting came after Ford 
captured the nomination with 1,187 
votes to 1,070 for Reagan. One delegate 
abstained and another voted for 
Commerce Secretary Elliot Richard­ 
son. 
Two years ago, Ford, the nation’s 
first appointed vice president, became 
President after the resignation of 
Richard M. Nixon. Ford had never run 
in a national election, and when he 
decided to seek the presidency in his 
own right he faced a strong con­ 
servative challenge from Reagan. Not 
until he defeated Reagan in a crucial 
test vote Tuesday night did it become

MANILA, The Philippines (AP) — 
The tidal waves that swept more than 
a quarter of mile inland were blamed 
today for most of the casualties in the 
earthquake in the southern Philip­ 
pines. The latest official toll is 3,131 
killed, 3,117 missing and 89,274 persons 
homeless. 
Unofficial sources estimated 80 to 90 
per cent of the dead and missing were 
drowned or swept away by the 30-foot 
waves from the Moro Gulf which the 
first quake early Tuesday sent 
smashing into the southwest coast of 
Mindanao island and the adjacent 
Zamboanga peninsula. 
Brig. Gen. Antonio Villaneva, head 
of a relief and rescue task force, made 
an aerial inspection and reported 
many bodies floating along the coast. 
It was believed that most of the 
missing had been swept out to sea by 
the receding waves. 
Gloria Bitancor, a 35-year-old 
mother of five in Pagadian City, said 
she last saw her year-old daughter 
“waving for help as her tiny fingers 
disappeared into the water.” 
“ Pandemonium broke loose when 
the quake struck,” said Mrs. Bitancor, 
“and 
everybody 
was 
crying 
and 
shouting and warning the entire neigh­ 
borhood of a tidal wave coming at us. 
“ I panicked and tried to gather all 
my five children into my arms. When 
the waves swept us out together with 
our house, I found that my arm s were 
empty. 
“ My tears came too late —• I was too 
shocked to cry. That is how I lost my 
girl.” 


Along the coastline nearby Pagadian 
City, “ what used to be a beautiful site 
of fishing villages now is a m ass for­ 
mation of mud littered with debris 
from houses swept away by the killer 
wave,” a correspondent for the Manila 
Times Journal reported after a flight 
along the coast. 
President 
Ferdinand E. 
Marcos 
ordered the release of nearly $3.5 
million for more medicine. Pounding 
the table during a conference with 
officials of the National Disaster 
Coordinating Center, he demanded: 
“What are we going to do to prepare 
for an earthquake?” The president 
added that by this afternoon he wanted 
a realistic set of instructions on pre­ 
cautions to betaken to cope with future 
quakes. 
Military planes were taking off 
around the clock with relief supplies, 
and the navy was carrying them along 
the stricken coast. Marcos was told 
more than 3,000 military men were 
engaged in relief and rescue work. 
Officials said there were ample 
supplies of rice in the stricken area, 
and that medical stocks and other 
essentials w ere being moved in 
quickly.

launched Operation Compassion, a 
drive for donations of money and goods 
to supplement government efforts. 
The United States offered

helicopters from the carrier Tripoli, 
which reportedly could reach the 
disaster area in 36 hours, and four C130 
Hercules cargo planes.

Elizabeth. Police gunfire killed at least 
eight blacks and wounded 23 on 
Wednesday. 
Angry crowds of blacks burned two 
schools, a hospital and a shopping 
center early today. Property damage 
in the three days of violence was esti­ 
mated at more than a million dollars. 
However, 
thousands 
of 
black 
workers left their districts on the way 
to work as usual, and there was no 
apparent attempt by demonstrators to 
interfere with them. 
The killing Wednesday increased the 
death toll in racial violence in South 
Africa to 226, all but three of the vic­ 
tims black, since the first upheaval in 
the Soweto ghetto south of Johan­ 
nesburg in mid-June. 
The disturbances around industrial 
Port Elizabeth, at the southeast comer 
of the country, began Tuesday and 
escalated Wednesday with a march by 
500 high school students in sympathy 
with blacks killed earlier. The crowd 
grew to 4,000, and the police opened 
fire when they refused to disperse. 
The angry blacks roamed through 
the New Brighton, Kwazekele and 
Zwide townships in which about 200,000 
blacks live. They stoned cars and 
schools and set fire to beer halls, 
government offices, buses and a truck.

Columbus law firm has challenged the 
validity of the Ohio Bell Telephone Co. 
rate increase on grounds that the 
state's “ sunshine law” was violated 
during regulatory hearings. 
Attorney lance Schneier said the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
(PUCO) failed to give formal notice on 
several occasions of Bell hearings. 
Schneier, representing a burglar 
alarm trade association, said PUCO 
commissioners would reschedule 
hearings on the Bell case during 
regular meetings. Consequently, he 
said several hearings were held that 
did not appear on a PUCO agenda and 
only those present at a meeting would 
have firsthand knowledge of sub­ 
sequent sessions. 
The new open meetings law requires 
a 
24-hour 
notice 
of 
special 
or 
emergency meetings. 
“ The point is they didn’t appear on 
any agenda,” Schneier said. “ We just 
don’t think they were continuations of 
regular meetings.” 
He argued that action taken at 
meetings that fail to meet the letter of 
the law was nullified. In theory, that 
would cancel the $200 million Bell rate 
hike and force the company to file all 
over again for the increase. 
A spokesman for PUCO contended 
that the Bell hearings and other 
similar reschedulings were extensions 
of regularly set meetings and that 
interested parties were present and 
knew of future dates. 
Schneier, 
a 
law yer 
with 
the 
prestigious Columbus firm Vorys, 
Sater, Seymour & Pease, has asked for 
a rehearing before PUCO, citing the 
open meetings question and other 
matters. 
However, even if PUCO did violate 
the law, there is some question as to 
whether the rate increase would be 
overturned. 
“ The sunshine law is fundamentally 
ambiguous in certain respects," said 


Asst. Atty. Gen. James Recchie, an 
expert on the statute. 
Recchie said the thrust of the law 
deals with public openness of meetings 
them selves, 
and 
not 
with 
the 
notification process. 
He said the section on invalidation of 
action at illegal public meetings made 
no reference to prior notification. 
“ This is a technicality in its subtlest 
form,” he said. “ It is at most a 
procedural violation.” 
Schneier’s client, the Ohio Com­ 
mittee 
of 
the 
Central 
Station 
Protection Association, represents 30 
Ohio burglar alarm firms which use 
Bell lines to hook up signal systems. 
If the PUCO rejects the rehearing 
application, it can be taken to the state 
Supreme Court.

The prosecution appealed to the 
state Supreme Court after Judge 
George E. Ixjhr granted a defense 
motion to suppress Miss Ix>nget’s 
diary and some personal papers. The 
judge ruled that investigators violated 
her rights by removing them from a 
dresser drawer. 
Lohr said the appeal will affect the 
trial date. He said he would meet with 
attorneys on Friday to discuss the 
start of the trial. Miss Longet is free on 
$5,000 personal recognizance bond. 


Sulfur Standards Reportedly Eased 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - New 
sulfur dioxide emission regulations for 
Ohio will be announced Friday by the 
U.S. 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency. 
Officials from the Ohio EPA who 
have seen drafts of the federal plan 
estimate it will cost electric utilities 
and industrial plants some $500 million 
to cut the pollution rather than the 
$1.23 billion estimated for pollution 
control equipment needed under 
earlier standards.

Ned E. Williams, director of the 
state agency, said, “From what I’ve 
seen so far, it has relaxed standards in 
many areas over the last fiasco they 
put out.” 
George Alexander, regional director 
for the Midwest for the EPA, will 
explain the rules at a news conference 
in the Capitol. 
The $500 million would be in con­ 
struction and plant modifications 
while industries will also have to pay 
another $181 million in operating costs 
for the first year. Coal-burning electric 
power plants and factories, oil 
refineries and industrial coke ovens 
would feel the major impact. 
The task of controlling sulfur dioxide 
has dogged Ohio since the U.S. EPA 
adopted air standards in 1971 and the 
Clean Air Act of 1970 passed by Con­ 
gress made the state responsible for 
developing an 
emission 
limitation 
strategy. 


The state’s response to the Clean Air 
Act was supposed to go into effect by 
November 1972. Two months before, 
Ohio implemented a sulfur dioxide 
plan approved by the U.S. EPA. Less 
than a year later, a federal appeals 
court rejected the plan on procedural 
grounds in a suit by a state utility. 
A year later, an alternative plan was 
submitted to the U.S. EPA. That 
proposal failed to make it pass the 
Ohio Environmental Board of Review 
which overturned portions of the sulfur 
dioxide regulations, make them 
unenforceable. 
Since the state was unable to adopt 
an acceptable plan, the U.S. EPA took 
over in October 1974. A year later, the 
federal agency proposed a plan with 
public 
hearings 
in 
Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, Steubenville and Columbus 
in January and February. 
Friday’s announcement will come 
following a review of those hearings 


and discussions by 
federal 
air 
specialists, primarily in the U.S. EPA 
office in Chicago, over the following 
months. 
After the announcement, the Ohio 
EPA can adopt the federal plan as 
written or propose stronger state 
controls. However under federal law, 
the state cannot adopt regulations 
weaker than the federal requirement.

Even during the summer and early 
fall I net sinus attacks. I never can tell 
whether it is an allergy attack or sinus 
infection. Is there a way to tell the 
difference.

Dear Miss T.: 
Many times it is extremely difficult 
to differentiate between the two. This 
probably is because colds, sinus in­ 
fections and allergies may be present 
at the same time. 
It is well known that anyone who has 
a tendency towards a nasal allergy is 
more susceptible to sinus infection. 
The germs that cause sinusitis seem to 
grow easily rn the warm, moist areas 
of the nose of people with nasal 
allergies. 
Generally, colds and infections are 
associated with fever, achiness, pain 


rn the head and general discomfort. 
Allergies, on the other hand, are ac­ 
companied by a watery discharge 
from the nose, sneezing and itching of 
the eyes. 
Often decongestant drugs, an­ 
tihistam ines and antibiotics are 
prescribed singly or in combination, 
depending on the doctor's evaluation of 
the situation. 
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I’ve been told to go on a salt-free 
diet. As far as I can make out, 
everything has salt rn it. Is there a list 
of foods that can be eaten by anyone 
who is starved on a salt-free diet?

Dear Mr. C.: 
Although it may seem that most 
foods are forbidden, there is a long list 
of foods that 
are palatable 
and 
nourishing. Chicken, turkey, fresh 
water fish, eggs, veal, liver, fresh 
vegetables, fruits and many desserts 
are allowed on a salt-free diet. 
At first, the restriction seems to be 
severe but before long the lack of salt 
or the use of salt substitutes can make 
many foods tasteful. I always bring to 
the attention of people on a salt-free 
diet that carbonated drinks contain 
large amounts of hidden salt. They 
should be eliminated with such a diet.

Po liticians campaign against the 
bureaucracy . Cities struggle to pay 
gro wing salaries o f municipal em­ 
plo y es. And emplo y es o f priv ate co m­ 
panies co mplain abo ut public wo rkers 
getting fat o n tax mo ney . 
The United States is no t alo ne in its 
pro blem. An Asso ciated Press spo t 
jrheck sho ws that o ther co untries face 
similar tro ubles. 
While 
President 
Fo rd 
and 
Demo cratic presidential no minee 
Jimmy Carter are talking abo ut the 
need fo r regulato ry refo rm and 
stream lining

bureaucracy , 
Co mmunist Party Chief Leo nid I. 
Brezhnev co mplains abo ut the same 
thing in the So v iet Unio n. 
"Lo o k at what happens," Brezhnev 
said in a speech to the 25 th Co mmunist 
party Co ngress.

One out of every 14 Americans is on 
the public payroll, working for the 
federal, state and local bureaucracies 
that govern the other 13.

The average public employe makes 
more than the average worker in 
private industry and the monthly 
payroll for all public employes in 
October 1974 was $12.1 billion, almost 
three-fourths of which was paid by 
state and local governments. 
The rise in civilian government 
employment workers in the past 
decade is more than four times the 
growth in the general population and 
almost double the growth in the total 
civilian labor force. 
Politicians campaign against the 
bureaucracy.

And employes of private com­ 
panies complain about public workers 
getting fat on tax money. 
The United States is not alone in its 
problem. An Associated Press spot 
jrheck shows that other countries face 
similar troubles.

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Kwaj alein: Secret Suburb O f U. S. A partheid? 


KW AJALEIN ISIAND (AP) - This 
super-secret suburb in the middle of 
the Pacific has brought American 
affluence tantalizingly close to native 
Marshall Islanders. 
The United &ates moved the natives 
away to make way for a military base 
that became key part of the missile 
program. Now the islanders live on a 
dusty, disease-ridden slum island eight 
miles away, and only those with jobs 
on the missile base are allowed here. 
Island leaders sometimes wish the 
missile test range would go away, but 
they concede they need the dollars that 
flow from it. 
The 3,000 American residents of 
Kwajalein Island are pampered with 
free movies, a golf course, sparkling 
beaches, subsidized food and top-flight 
schools and medical care. The tropical 
climate is perfect for bicycling to work 
along treeshaded streets. 
California seems much closer than 
4,600 miles away. 
The Marshall Islanders live on Ebye 
— 73 parched acres where 7,000 people 


have crowded out all but a few trees 
and patches of grass. There is only one 
doctor to treat common ailments such 
as influenza, scabies, dysentery and 
malnutrition. 


“ There is no question that there is 
discrimination,” says George Allen, 
an American lawyer employed by 
Micronesian I^egal Services. “ It is just 
like South Africa’s apartheid.” 
But 
American 
officials 
say 
Kwajalein is no different from any 
other U.S. military base. 
Kwajalein Atoll, a necklace of more 
than 90 small islands surrounding 1,000 
square miles of lagoon, has been a 
missile test base since 1959. The Nike- 
Zeus, Nike-X, Sentinel and Safeguard 
ABM systems were tested here, and 
Kwajalein Lagoon is the target for 
ICBMs test-fired from Vandenberg Air 
Force Base in California. 


Security is strict. Visitors must get 
permission from the Army, and 
reporters have been allowed on the 
island only in the last few years.

$1.1 million in 1975 from exports and 
tourism. 
Some Marshallese are asking for a 
better deal — for example, access to 
Kwajalein’s schools, stores and 
hospitals. 
Col. Russell responds that Mar­ 
shallese may not shop on Kwajalein for 
the same reason that Hawaii residents 
may not use the PX at Pearl Harbor. 
And he notes that seriously ill Mar­ 
shallese are treated on Kwajalein, 
qualified Marshallese are given 
preference for jobs on Kwajalein and 
Kwajalein charities contribute more 
than $90,000 a year to projects in the 
Pacific. 
Though a slum by American stan­ 
dards, Ebeye continues to be a magnet 
for the Marshallese. The lure of jobs

The 505 Marhalle.se who commute by 
boat to jobs on Kwajalein earn an 
estimated average wage of $3.15 an 
hour — four times the pay considered 
good elsewhere in the Marshall 
Islands. The Marshallese generally 
have menial jobs, though several hold 
skilled positions. 
But few of the islanders are getting 
ahead because virtually every wage- 
eamer is inundated by free-loading 
relatives. 
"You can’t just send people away,” 
explained one Ebye resident. "It is 
very bad in our custom.” 
The Army spent $7 million between 
1966 and 1968 to build housing on Ebeye 
for 3,500. Today as many as 20 people 
are crammed into single $10-a-month 
units in now-dilapidated buildings. 
What is the attraction for the 
Marshallese? 
"The bright lights, the beer, the 
movies — and, for some, the jobs.” 
says 
Lawrence 
Edwards, 
who 
represents the Marshalls government 
on Ebye. “ They think it is a good 
standard of living. There are a lot of 
things they cannot get on the outer 
islands.” 
Edwards is in charge of Operation 
Exodus, an effort to cut Ebeye’s 
population to perhaps 4,000. More than 
200 have left voluntarily since Exodus 
began in January, and Edwards is now 
drawing up lists of the jobless and 
homeless, who will be ordered out. 
The government extends little help 
to those who leave Ebeye. Critics fear 
that many who have had one foot in the 
Twentieth Century may now be un­ 
prepared to return to more primitive 
ways. 
“ Returning people from Ebeye,” 
says Rep. Balos, "may be a way of 
shortening their lives.”

M ostly Good 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Dry weather 
continued to shrivel com harvest 
prospects in some key areas in mid- 
August, but nationally the crop was in 
fair to good shape, according to the 
Agriculture Department. 


I^ast week the department predicted 
a record 1976 com crop of nearly 6.2 
billion bushels, up seven per cent from 
last year’s harvest, the previous high. 
But the latest estimate, based on Aug. 
1 field conditions, was down sharply — 
about 366 million bushels — from the 
July estimate. 


In a weekly weather review, the 
department said on Tuesday that 
during Aug. 9-15, soil moisture 
“ remained short throughout most of 
the nation” and that while showers 
brought some relief in parts of the up­ 
per Midwest, the crop still needed rain. 


“ Performance of Iowa’s corn 
depended on moisture supplies,” the 
report said. "Firing, poor pollination 
and 
subsequent 
poor 
kernel 
development plagued some areas. The 
crop condition deteriorated from the 
previous week.” 


Nearly 40 per cent of the USDA’s 
cutback in com production estimates 
from July 1 to Aug. 1 occurred in Iowa, 
the largest producer, where the 
forecast was lowered 140 million 
bushels to under 1.19 billion bushels. 
The department will issue an up­ 
dated estimate of 1976 com and other 
crop production on Sept. 10.

K wa joie in: Secret Suburb O f U.S. Apartheid? 


KWA JALBIN ISLAND (AP) - This 
super-secret suburb in the middle of 
the Pacific has brought American 
affluence tantalizingly close to native 
Marshall Islanders. 
The United States moved the natives 
away to make way for a military base 
that became key part of the missile 
program. Now the islanders live on a 
dusty, disease-ridden slum island eight 
miles away, and only those with jobs 
on the missile base are allowed here. 
Island leaders sometimes wish the 
missile test range would go away, but 
they concede they need the dollars that 
flow from it. 
The 3,000 American residents of 
Kwajalein Island are pampered with 
free movies, a golf course, sparkling 
beaches, subsidized food and top-flight 
schools and medical care. The tropical 
climate is perfect for bicycling to work 
along treeshaded streets. 
California seems much closer than 
4,600 miles away. 
The Marshall Islanders live on Ebye 
— 73 parched acres where 7,000 people 


have crowded out all but a few trees 
and patches of grass. There is only one 
doctor to treat common ailments such 
as influenza, scabies, dysentery and 
malnutrition. 


“ There is no question that there is 
discrimination,” says George Allen, 
an American lawyer employed by 
Micronesian I^egal Services. “ It is just 
like South Africa’s apartheid.” 
But 
American 
officials 
say 
Kwajalein is no different from any 
other U.S. military base. 
Kwajalein Atoll, a necklace of more 
than 90 small islands surrounding 1,000 
square miles of lagoon, has been a 
missile test base since 1959. The Nike- 
Zeus, Nike-X, Sentinel and Safeguard 
ABM systems were tested here, and 
Kwajalein Lagoon is the target for 
ICBMs test-fired from Vandenberg Air 
Force Base in California. 


Security is strict. Visitors must get 
permission from the Army, and 
reporters have been allowed on the 
island only in the last few years.

A number of the buildings on the 
Fairgrounds have received a fresh 
coat of paint, including the inside of the 
Coliseum, which has been painted red- 
white and blue in keeping with the 
bicentennial celebration. 
The Ohio Gate on lith Avenue has 
received a new face lifting, as new 
asphalt has been laid and the 40 foot 
letters which spell out Ohio, as well as 
the ticket booths have also been 
painted red-white and blue. 
The steel poles which support the 
Sky Ride have already been bolted into 
place and the cables that carry the 
ride’s three-passenger gondolas have 
also been stretched along the more 
than a third-of-a-mile course.

The monument will be 
dedicated on opening day of the Fair, 
Thursday, August 26. 
A time capsule containing articles 
and information from the State Fair 
and the state of Ohio, will be buried on 
the final day of the Fair, Labor Day, 
September 6. It will be opened 50 years 
from now during the 2026 Ohio State 
Fair. 
Both the monument and time cap­ 
sule will be located just inside the lith 
Avenue Ohio Gate, within the stone 
fenced area. 
Hundreds of persons are involved in 
planning and preparing for such a 
massive undertaking as the Ohio State 
Fair. Much of the preparation goes on 
year-round by a staff of full-time 
personnel. In the spring and summer 
however, a force of part-time persons 
from all walks of life pitch-in to help 
shape the world’s largest 12-day Fair. 
State Fair employees are usually 
housewives, college and high school 
students, school teachers, PhD ’s, 
retired business persons and members 
of the armed forces.

Bob Trumpy Sets 
Book Publication 


CINCINNATI (A P)—Veteran tight 
end Bob Trumpy wrote a book last 
y ear on the premise that the Cincinnati 
Bengals would go to the Super Bowl. 
They didn’t but Trumpy said the book 
still will be published. 
Trumpy said the book is not an ex ­ 
pose about the nine y ear old ex pansion 
club but a first person account of how a 
collection of rookies, has-beens and 
hav e-nots built the foundation for one 
of the National Football League’s most 
successful ex pansion teams. 
“ I wrote it last y ear on the premise 
we’d go to the Super Bowl,” said 
Trumpy , the Bengals all-time leading 
pass catcher with 259 receptions for 
4,026 y ards. 
He said the concept is diary form, 
similar to J erry Kramer’s “ Instant 
Replay ,” a book on the Green Bay 
Packers driv e to glory . 
“ I tried to be honest,” said the 
slender 6 -foot-6 v eteran who was a 12th 
round draft choice for Cincinnati in 
19 6 8 , the team ’s maiden season. 
“ I didn’t write it to cut up any one, 
but then I didn’t write it to please 
any one either,” he said. 
“ I wrote it from the standpoint of a 
guy who has been with the club since 
its inception. From disarray to a solid 
contender. We cam e a long way , from 
3-11 our first season to 11-3 in eight 
y ears,” he said. 
Under coaching legend Paul Brown, 
the Bengals made it to the NFL 
play offs three tim es, including their 
third season when they won sev en 
straight games. 
Surv iv ors like Trumpy managed to 
come away with a sense of humor 
intact. Others were not around long 
enough to share the laughs. 
Some ex amples: 
“ Remember Curtis Frazier? Well, 
the last picture of him I hav e in my 


mind is the time he tried to tackle San 
Diego’s monstrous tight end Willie 
Frazier. Willie caught a pass near 
midfield and Curtis tried to tackle him 
by jumping on his back. I’ll nev er 
forget seeing Willie Frazier running 45 
y ards for a touchdown with Curtis 
Frazier on his back flapping in the 
breeze like Batman’s cape. 
“ And then there was Bill Scott, a 
cornerback out of Idaho. All he did was 
cut hair during training camp. He 
charged $5 a head and probably made 
more money from that than he did 
play ing football.” 
And then there was Clem Turner. 
“ He was supposed to be the nex t 
Cookie Gilchrist. But he wanted to 
fight ev ery body ,” said Trumpy .

CINCINNATI (AP) — Today's 
lesson in sports psychology comes 
from Jack Billingham. 
It goes like this: a slump usually 
means your mind is slumping, too. 
“I’m my own worst enemy,” said the 
Cincinnati pitcher Wednesday night 
after ending the Reds longest losing 
streak of the year at four with a 5-hit, 4- 
1 victory over the Atlanta Braves. 
Confidence has become a contagious 
commodity for Billingham. 
Demoted to the bullpen last month 
for ineffectiveness, Billingham has 
used a 10-pound weight loss and a 
devil-maycare attitude to trigger his 
turnaround. 
“My whole career has been a series 
of ups and downs. I just decided to stop 
worrying about it,” said Billingham, 
whose ll victories match the staff 
high. He has lost eight. 
“Sparky Anderson told me last 
month, ‘you can’t get any worse than 
you are.’ I agreed with him. He told me 
to just go out and throw the ball. He 
said I was at the bottom," said Bil­ 
lingham. 
The Reds’ losing streak wasn’t the 
only thing that came to a stop. 
Johnny Bench’s three-season string 
of 23 consecutive stolen bases was 
snapped by B raves’ catcher Vie 
Correll. Meanwhile, Pete Rose had two 
hits for the first time in almost two 
weeks, an indication he was slipping 
out of a 3-for-36 slump. 
“ I think our hitters were tired after 
going two weeks, from West Coast to 
E ast 
C oast,’’ 
said 
Billingham , 
analysing the Reds' four-game skid 
which showed a team batting average 
of .180 
Rose cracked a pair of leadoff 
singles to start two uprisings against 
Braves’ starter Dick Ruthven, 13-11. 
Then he led a double steal that 
provided Billingham with a three-run 
margin in the seventh. 
“I can’t remember the last time I 
stole third,” said Rose. “ But I had a 


good lead and I signaled to Joe 
(Morgan) that I was going.” 
An inning earlier, he employed one 
of baseball’s oldest tricks to keep 
Billingham in command. 
With Dave May on first with a single, 
Willie Montanez sent a bouncer down 
the first base line, with Tony Perez 
stabbing it and stepping on first for the 
out. 
May, racing toward second, heard 
Rose yell "foul ball, foul ball” and 
turned around, taking a leisurely stroll 
back to first. 
Shortstop Dave Concepcion, stan­ 
ding at second, caught on and walked 
away. Billingham, now back on the 
mound with the ball, heard Perez 
whisper: “second base, second base.” 
Billingham got the message and May 
got tagged out. 
Rookie Pat Zachry goes after his 
12th victory in 16 decisions tonight 
against Andy Messersmith, 11-10. 
Randy Jones is having a great 
season — everywhere, that is, except 
at Busch Stadium in St. Ixiuis. 
The winningest pitcher in baseball is 
reduced to frustration and failure in 
the Cardinals’ park because of an “aw­ 
kward” mound. 
“ It’s one thing to have a high mound 
with a slope but that thing has a 45- 
degree drop,” said the San Diego left­ 
hander after a 5-4 defeat by St. Ixiuis 
Wednesday night. “ It just goes down.

I did everything that I could 
with no success.”

Bob Trumpy Sets 
Book Publication 


CINCINNATI (AP)—Veteran tight 
end Bob Trumpy wrote a book last 
year on the premise that the Cincinnati 
Bengals would go to the Super Bowl. 
They didn’t but Trumpy said the book 
still will be published. 
Trumpy said the book is not an ex­ 
pose about the nine year old expansion 
club but a first person account of how a 
collection of rookies, has-beens and 
have-nots built the foundation for one 
of the National Football league’s most 
successful expansion teams. 
“ I wrote it last year on the premise 
we’d go to the Super Bowl,” said 
Trumpy, the Bengals all-time leading 
pass catcher with 259 receptions for 
4,026 yards. 
He said the concept is diary form, 
similar to Jerry K ram er’s “Instant 
Replay,” a book on the Green Bay 
Packers drive to glory. 
“I tried to be honest,” said the 
slender 6-foot-6 veteran who was a 12th 
round draft choice for Cincinnati in 
1968, the team ’s maiden season. 
“ I didn’t write it to cut up anyone, 
but then I didn’t write it to please 
anyone either,” he said. 
“I wrote it from the standpoint of a 
guy who has been with the club since 
its inception. From disarray to a solid 
contender. We came a long way, from 
3-11 our first season to 11-3 in eight 
years,” he said. 
Under coaching legend Paul Brown, 
the Bengals made it to the NFL 
playoffs three times, including their 
third season when they won seven 
straight games. 
Survivors like Trumpy managed to 
come away with a sense of humor 
intact. Others were not around long 
enough to share the laughs. 
Some examples: 
“ Remember Curtis Frazier? Well, 
the last picture of him I have in my 


mind is the time he tried to tackle San 
Diego’s monstrous tight end Willie 
Frazier. Willie caught a pass near 
midfield and Curtis tried to tackle him 
by jumping on his back. ITI never 
forget seeing Willie Frazier running 45 
yards for a touchdown with Curtis 
Frazier on his back flapping in the 
breeze like Batman’s cape. 
“ And then there was Bill Scott, a 
cornerback out of Idaho. All he did was 
cut hair during training camp. He 
charged $5 a head and probably made 
more money from that than he did 
playing football.” 
Arid then there was Clem Turner. 
“ He was supposed to be the next 
Cookie Gilchrist. But he wanted to 
fight everybody,” said Trumpy.

conference football games as mere 
exhibitions preparatory for Big Ten 
Conference championship bids. 
The stormy Ohio .State University 
coach, now a silverhaired 62 years old, 
has altered that philosophy, saying, 
“You have to play for keeps right away 
now. Teams are so much better.” 
Perhaps the Big Ten pow er’s 
schedule is the reason. Tile Buckeyes 
start with Michigan State, Penn State, 
Missouri and UClJ\, the toughest in 
Hayes’ 26 Ohio State seasons. 
Hayes’ burning desire to win a third 
Associated P ress national cham ­ 
pionship before he retires could be 
behind his theory to treat all opponents 
alike. 
He has taken team s to five of the last 
six Rose Bowls, losing all but one. In 
most cases, the defeats cost Hayes that 
coveted national title. The most up­ 
setting was last Jan u ary when 
unheralded UCLA torpedoed the 
Buckeyes 23-10, dropping the Big Ten 
champions from first to fourth in the 
final poll. 
“ I haven’t discussed the Rose Bowl 
and I won’t,” said the disciplinarian 
who has turned out a 213-63-8 record in 
30 college seasons. 
The Buckeyes, 11-1-0 last season, lost 
eight of ll offensive starters and 12 of 
22 over-all. 
The biggest departees were tailback 
Archie Griffin, the only two-time 
Heisman Trophy winner; quarterback 
Cornelius Greene, wingback Brian 
Baschnagel, offensive tackle Scott 
Dannelley and safety Tim Fox. 
Still, Hayes refuses to discuss any 
team weaknesses, preparing for a 
controversial home opener with 
Michigan State Sept. 4. TTie Michigan 
State campus newspaper, in a series of 
preseason 
stories, 
charged 
the 
Buckeyes with recruiting violations. 
“ It’s going to be a dandy,” Hayes 
will only say of the Big Ten opener with 
the Spartans. 
“ I want other coaches to find our 
weaknesses. They might be different 
than what they expect. It’s like a poker 
player who doesn’t turn over his hole 
cards until the hand is over,” said the 
Ohio State coach. 
I t’s no 
secret 
the 
B uckeyes’ 
strengths will be Pete Johnson, a 247- 
pound fullback who led national 
scoring last fall, and a veteran-studded 
defense. 
Hayes believes he has a capable 
quarterback 
replacem ent 
in 
sophomore Rod Gerald. Griffin’s old 
position will fall to 184-pound junior 
Jeff Ix)gan or Ron Springs, a heralded 
junior college transfer. 
Best of the defenders are tackles 
Nick Buonamici and Eddie Beamon, 
m iddle 
guard 
Aaron 
Brown, 
linebacker Ken Thompson and deep 
backs Bruce Ruhl and Ray Griffin. 
Griffin had the option to go for his 
older brother’s tailbacking job, but 
chose to remain on defense.

NEW YORK (A P) - The oil industry 
has bid $1.13 billion — nearly twice 
what the Interior Department ex­ 
pected — to search for oil and natural 
gas off the Atlantic Coast for the first 
time. 
Interior Department officials had 
estimated the Atlantic Coast tracts 
would bring between $400 million and 
$600 million in bids. 
The oil industry has been waiting for 
years to search beneath Atlantic Coast 
waters. The bidding was to have start­ 
ed at 10 a.m. Tuesday, but had to wait 
until 6 p.m. when Supreme Court 
Justice Thurgood Marshall denied a 
request to block the sale. 
"The government is quite pleased 
with the results,” Mike Basile, 
manager of Interior’s Outer Con­ 
tinental Shelf Office in New York, said 
after the sealed bids were opened in 
the blue-carpeted ballroom of the 
Statler Hilton Hotel. 
The 876,750 acres opened to bids are 
45 to 90 miles off New York’s Long 
Island, 
New 
Jersey, 
Delaware, 
Maryland and Virginia. 
The Interior Department estimates 
400 million to 1.4 billion barrels of oil 
are under the seabed there. But the 
companies, all of them American, 
were bidding without the guidance of 
previous drilling in the area. 
The companies bid on only 101 of the 
154 tracts. High bidder on each tract 
won the right to search for oil and

"It’s just a great feeling to know that 
the people of the United States of 
America are behind a man who took 
office at the greatest time and most 
difficult time in the history of this 
nation since the Civil War,” Brown 
said. 
Rep. Fored Young of Dayton said he 
was "extremely gratified” by the Ford 
victory. 
"I think it’s the best possible chance 
to beat Carter in the fall,” Young said. 
Young said he expects little trouble 
in uniting Ohio Republicans behind 
Ford, despite the close and sometimes 
bitter nominating battle. 
"There’s always a few isolated 
people after a thing like this that take a 
while to let the wounds heal,” Young 
said.

Lancaster, N ew ark, Z an e sville A re a 
O ffe rs M a n y A ttra ctio n s O f O h io H isto ry 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is one of a 
series of short tou rs of Ohio attractions 
prepared by Colu mbu s Au tomobile 
Clu b for Circlev ille Herald. 


While 
Lancaster, 
Lithopolis, 
Newark, Granv ille and Zanesv ille are 
small towns, there are many in­ 
teresting attractions in or near them 
which are well worth seeing. 
1-70 and U.S. 22 will be two of the 
main rou tes to u se in v isiting these 
points of interest. Two day s cou ld be 
spent in this general area if y ou want 
to see most of the points of interest. 
Historic Granv ille Village (24)— 
home of Denison Univ ersity —is 
located 23 miles from Colu mbu s and 6 
miles from Newark. Its shops offer a 
wide v ariety of handcrafts, art objects 
and collections, many fine antiqu es 
and clothing. This is an ex cellent spot 
for photography and sketching. 
You cou ld treat the family to a stop 
at an old fashioned ice cream parlor 
and mu seu m of milling at Ye Old Mill 
Mu seu m (23) on S.R. 13 sou th of Utica 
and 13 miles north of Newark. 
Preserv ed portions of one of the 
most famou s sy stems of prehistoric 
Indian mou nds in the cou ntry may be 
v iewed at Newark Earthworks (16). 
Two state m em orials can be 
tou red—Wright 
Earthworks 
(20) 
located at James and Waldo Streets, 
abou t one-qu arter mile northeast of 
the Mou ndbu ilders grou p and Octagon 
State Memorial (18 ). This octagon­ 
shaped memorial is located in a 120 
acre site, which is open du ring 
day light hou rs only . 
The beginning of the canal era in 
Ohio is commemorated by a stone 
work monu ment at Newark Canal (22) 
3 miles sou th of Newark on S.R. 79, 
opposite the entrance to the Kaiser 
Alu minu m plant. 
The Mou nd Bu ilders State Memorial 
(17 ) is closeby , and contains a mou nd 
1,200 feet in diameter, with an eagle­ 
shaped effigy in the dead center. This 
is open day light hou rs and has picnic 
facilities. 
Dawes Arboretu m (15) is 5 4 miles 
sou th of Newark on S.R. 13. Forest 
areas and formally planted sections 
comprise this 525-acre area which is 
open to the pu blic at no charge 
(day light hou rs). All areas are ac­ 
cessible by road. 
In Licking Cou nty lies an entire 
historical backgrou nd at Flint Ridge 
State Memorial (21), 2 miles north of 
U.S. 40 on C.R. 668. This 515-acre 
memorial is open to the pu blic daily 
throu ghou t the y ear (ex cept December 
throu gh Febru ary , when it is only open 
on Su nday , 9 :30 to 5:00). Here one may 
v iew replicas of historic Indians toiling 
in the pits or in the workshops 
preparing cores, blades, kniv es and 
other tools and weapons from flint. A 
natu re trail is prov ided, with facilities 
for the phy sically handicapped. 
NOTE: Visitors are requ ested to 
refrain from remov ing pieces of flint 
from the qu arry areas, bu t can find 
some along the roads in the v icinity . 
Ohio’s flint is in enormou s demand 
becau se of its popu larity in jewelry 
making. 
To soak u p the su n while ly ing on the 
beach, v isit the lov ely Dillon State 
Park (28) on S.R. 146, 4 miles NW of 


Zanesv ille. Facilities are av ailable for 
fishing, camping, boating, swimming 
and hu nting. Scu ba div ing is also 
permitted, and hiking trails will lead 
y ou into lov ely wooded areas. 
The Art Institu te (8 ) at Maple and 
Adair Av enu e in Zanesv ille, contains a 
collection of the Mu skingu m Cou nty 
Pioneer and Historical Society , a 
permanent art collection and monthly 
ex hibits. Open Monday throu gh 
Thu rsday , 1 to 5 p.m., Su nday 2 to 5. 
Closed holiday s and the month of 
Au gu st. 
At the ju nction of the Mu skingu m 
and licking Riv ers on S.R. 440, is the 
Y-Bridge (9 ) with a design which is 
u niqu e in the United States. 
An important mark in history can be 
seen at National Road-Zane Gray 
Mu seu m (10), located on U.S. 40, 104 
miles east of Zanesv ille, at Norwich — 
ex it 164 off 1-70. This road was Ohio’s 
first important land link to the East, 
and has a dramatic and colorfu l 
history . Uniqu e ex hibits depict many 
aspects of the Old National Road and 
Ohio land transportation history . Open 
weekday s 9 :30 to 5, Su nday and 
holiday s 1 to 5; closed Thanksgiv ing, 
Chrsitmas and New Year’s. Small 
admission charge. 
An ev ent not to be missed is Ohio’s 
‘'Sweet Com Festiv al” in Millersport 
(27 ) held September 1-4. A potlu ck with 
many specialty dishes is serv ed by 
chu rch grou ps, ears of com are 
roasted and steaks are grilled for this 
festiv e occasion. On Thu rsday , Sep­ 
tember 2 at 5:30 p.m., a parade will be 
held which, throu gh the y ears, has 
become a special attraction with the 
help of professional entertainers who 
alway s make an appearance for this 
occasion. 
Hebron has its share of attractions 
with nearby Bu ckey e I^ake (26), sou th 
of U.S. 40. This recreational area was 
once a reserv oir for the Ohio-Erie 
Canal. Cranberry Island (25) is in the 
northern portion of Bu ckey e Lake. An 
interesting point is that this particu lar 
bog is a relic of the ice age and is the 
only sphagnu m bog which is floating 
on a lake. Rare and u nu su al northern 
plants can be seen here. Becau se of the 
fragile condition of the island, access 
to the preserv e is restricted to small, 
well-su perv ised grou ps who mu st 
remain on the established boardwalk 
trail. Written permission to v isit the 
island mu st be obtained from the 
Div ision of Natu ral Areas and 
Preserv es, Ohio Department of 
Natu ral Resou rces. 
Featu red in Lithopolis is The 
Wagnalls Memorial (4), dedicated to 
A. W. Wagnalls of Fu nk and Wagnalls, 
pu blishers. Concerts are presented by 
gu est artists in the au ditoriu m, and 
ev ents are offered in the way of craft, 
hobby and sty le shows, v ocal and in­ 
stru m ental 
concerts. 
Narrated 
trav elogu es are giv en on selected 
Su nday s at 2:30. The memorial is open 
Monday throu gh Thu rsday , 9-9; and 
Satu rday , 9-5. Closed Su nday s and 
holiday s. 
The Rosev ille-Crooksv ille area is 
well known as the “Pottery Center of 
the World” . The Nelson McCoy Pot­ 
tery Company (12), located 1 mile east 
of S.R. 93, holds tou rs only du ring the 
Ju ly pottery festiv al. This pottery 


plant is the largest in the United States 
and is located in Rosev ille. Farther 
north of town, off S.R. 93, is the 
R obinson-R ansbottom 
P ottery 
Company (13). They offer tou rs 
display ing crafting stoneware from 
the raw clay , mou lding, finishing, 
coloring and firing of v ariou s produ cts. 
Mu ch of the work is done by hand. 
Tou rs Monday throu gh Friday 8 :30 to 
3, Satu rday 7 :30 a.m. to 9:30 a.m., 
Ju ne 1 to September 30; Monday to 
Friday 9 :30 to 2:30, rest of the y ear. No 
admission charge. 
A combination of fiv e separate 
bu ildings make u p The Ohio Ceramic 
Center (14) located in the heart of the 
Ohio pottery district on S.R. 93, bet­ 
ween Rosev ille and Crooksv ille. Three 
of the bu ildings display produ cts made 
by Ohio potters and Eu ropean imports, 
the fou rth, a demonstration u nit where 
a trained craftsperson shows how 
pottery is made; and the fifth bu ilding 
occu pies a gift shop and information 
center. Admission to the center is $1.00 
adu lts, 50 cents children, 9:30 to 5, 
daily , ex cept Monday , April throu gh 
October. 
Blu e Rock State Park (29 ), 12 miles 
SE of Zanesv ille on S.R. 60, offers 
fishing, swimming, camping, boating 
and hiking trails. A snack or fu ll 
dinners are av ailable at a restau rant 
in Blu e Rock. 
From Circlev ille go northeast on 
U.S. 22 to the tou r area.

Lancaster, Newark, Zanesville Area 
Offers Many Attractions Of Ohio History 


Granville 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is one of a 
series of short tours of Ohio attractions 
prepared by Columbus Automobile 
Club for Circleville Herald. 


While 
Lancaster, 
Lithopolis, 
Newark, Granville and Zanesville are 
small towns, there are many in­ 
teresting attractions in or near them 
which are well worth seeing. 
1-70 and U.S. 22 will be two of the 
main routes to use in visiting these 
points of interest. Two days could be 
spent in this general area if you want 
to see most of the points of interest. 
Historic Granville Village (24)— 
home of Denison University—is 
located 23 miles from Columbus and 6 
miles from Newark. Its shops offer a 
wide variety of handcrafts, art objects 
and collections, many fine antiques 
and clothing. This is an excellent spot 
for photography and sketching. 
You could treat the family to a stop 
at an old fashioned ice cream parlor 
and museum of milling at Ye Old Mill 
Museum (23) on S.R. 13 south of Utica 
and 13 miles north of Newark. 
Preserved portions of one of the 
most famous systems of prehistoric 
Indian mounds in the country may be 
viewed at Newark Earthworks (16). 
Two state m emorials can be 
toured—Wright Earthworks 
(20) 
located at James and Waldo Streets, 
about one-quarter mile northeast of 
the Moundbuilders group and Octagon 
State Memorial (18). This octagon­ 
shaped memorial is located in a 120 
acre site, which is open during 
daylight hours only. 
The beginning of the canal era in 
Ohio is commemorated by a stone 
work monument at Newark Canal (22) 
3 miles south of Newark on S.R. 79, 
opposite the entrance to the Kaiser 
Aluminum plant. 
The Mound Builders State Memorial 
(17) is closeby, and contains a mound 
1,200 feet in diameter, with an eagle­ 
shaped effigy in the dead center. This 
is open daylight hours and has picnic 
facilities. 
Dawes Arboretum (15) is 5^ miles 
south of Newark on S.R. 13. Forest 
areas and formally planted sections 
comprise this 525-acre area which is 
open to the public at no charge 
(daylight hours). All areas are ac­ 
cessible by road. 
In Licking County lies an entire 
historical background at Flint Ridge 
State Memorial (21), 2 miles north of 
U.S. 40 on C.R. 668. This 515-acre 
memorial is open to the public daily 
throughout the year (except December 
through February, when it is only open 
on Sunday, 9:30 to 5:00). Here one may 
view replicas of historic Indians toiling 
in the pits or in the workshops 
preparing cores, blades, knives and 
other tools and weapons from flint. A 
nature trail is provided, with facilities 
for the physically handicapped. 
NOTE: Visitors are requested to 
refrain from removing pieces of flint 
from the quarry areas, but can find 
some along the roads in the vicinity. 
Ohio’s flint is in enormous demand 
because of its popularity in jewelry 
making. 
To soak up the sun while lying on the 
beach, visit the lovely Dillon State 
Park (28) on S.R. 146, 4 miles NW of 


Zanesville. Facilities are available for 
fishing, camping, boating, swimming 
and hunting. Scuba diving is also 
permitted, and hiking trails will lead 
you into lovely wooded areas. 
The Art Institute (8) at Maple and 
Adair Avenue in Stinesville, contains a 
collection of the Muskingum County 
Pioneer and Historical Society, a 
permanent art collection and monthly 
exhibits. Open Monday through 
Thursday, I to 5 p.m., Sunday 2 to 5. 
Closed holidays and the month of 
August. 
At the junction of the Muskingum 
and licking Rivers on S.R. 440, is the 
Y-Bridge (9) with a design which is 
unique in the United States. 
An important mark in history can be 
seen at National Road-Zane Gray 
Museum (IO), located on U.S. 40, lO1^ 
miles east of Zanesville, at Norwich — 
exit 164 off 1-70. This road was Ohio’s 
first important land link to the East, 
and has a dramatic and colorful 
history. Unique exhibits depict many 
aspects of the Old National Road and 
Ohio land transportation history. Open 
weekdays 9:30 to 5, Sunday and 
holidays I to 5; closed Thanksgiving, 
Chrsitmas and New Year’s. Small 
admission charge. 
An event not to be missed is Ohio’s 
“Sweet Com Festival” in Millersport 
(27) held September 1-4. A potluck with 
many specialty dishes is served by 
church groups, ears of com are 
roasted and steaks are grilled for this 
festive occasion. On Thursday, Sep­ 
tember 2 at 5:30 p.m., a parade will be 
held which, through the years, has 
become a special attraction with the 
help of professional entertainers who 
always make an appearance for this 
occasion. 
Hebron has its share of attractions 
with nearby Buckeye Lake (26), south 
of U.S. 40. This recreational area was 
once a reservoir for the Ohio-Erie 
Canal. Cranberry Island (25) is in the 
northern portion of Buckeye Lake. An 
interesting point is that this particular 
bog is a relic of the ice age and is the 
only sphagnum bog which is floating 
on a lake. Rare and unusual northern 
plants can be seen here. Because of the 
fragile condition of the island, access 
to the preserve is restricted to small, 
well-supervised groups who must 
remain on the established boardwalk 
trail. Written permission to visit the 
island must be obtained from the 
Division of Natural Areas and 
Preserves, Ohio Departm ent of 
Natural Resources. 
Featured in Lithopolis is The 
Wagnalls Memorial (4), dedicated to 
A. W. Wagnalls of Funk and Wagnalls, 
publishers. Concerts are presented by 
guest artists in the auditorium, and 
events are offered in the way of craft, 
hobby and style shows, vocal and in­ 
strum ental 
concerts. 
Narrated 
travelogues are given on selected 
Sundays at 2:30. The memorial is open 
Monday through Thursday, 9-9; and 
Saturday, 9-5. Closed Sundays and 
holidays. 
The Roseville-Crooksville area is 
well known as the “Pottery Center of 
the World”. The Nelson McCoy Pot­ 
tery Company (12), located I mile east 
of S.R. 93, holds tours only during the 
July pottery festival. This pottery 


plant is the largest in the United States 
and is located in Roseville. Farther 
north of town, off S.R. 93, is the 
R obinson-R ansbottom 
P ottery 
Company (13). They offer tours 
displaying crafting stoneware from 
the raw clay, moulding, finishing, 
coloring and firing of various products. 
Much of the work is done by hand. 
Tours Monday through Friday 8:30 to 
3, Saturday 7:30 a.m. to 9:30 a.m., 
June I to September 30; Monday to 
Friday 9:30 to 2:30, rest of the year. No 
admission charge. 
A combination of five separate 
buildings make up The Ohio Ceramic 
Center (14) located in the heart of the 
Ohio pottery district on S.R. 93, bet­ 
ween Roseville and Crooksville. Three 
of the buildings display products made 
by Ohio potters and European imports, 
the fourth, a demonstration unit where 
a trained craftsperson shows how 
pottery is made; and the fifth building 
occupies a gift shop and information 
center. Admission to the center is $1.00 
adults, 50 cents children, 9:30 to 5, 
daily, except Monday, April through 
October. 
Blue Rock State Park (29), 12 miles 
SE of Zanesville on S.R. 60, offers 
fishing, swimming, camping, boating 
and hiking trails. A snack or full 
dinners are available at a restaurant 
in Blue Rock. 
From Circleville go northeast on 
U.S. 22 to the tour area.

Miller acknowledged his own role in 
approving specific break-ins but said 
he did so only at Gray's direction. 
He became the second former F B I 
official to point a finger at Gray. The 
New York Times reported Wednesday 
that W. Mark Felt acknowledged ap­ 
proving two burglaries in 1972 because 
“ that was what he (Gray) wanted." 
In response to Felt’s assertions. 
Gray issued a statement through his 
lawyer saying he never approved 
break-ins in FBI investigations of 
fugitive Weathermen, the Times said. 
Gray denied “ condoning or approving, 
directly or indirectly, any illegal act." 
Those developments came as the

Hospitals estimated that more than 
110 persons were killed during the 
night. 
However, some leftist sources 
reported that fighting had slowed in 
anticipation of an initiative by Arab 
heads of state to end the 16-inonth civil 
war. But leftist Moslem leader Kamal 
Jumblatt told 5,000 members of his 
Druze sect that “ the battle for the 
mountains is forthcoming.

prosecution to testify against others. 
The attorney for 20 agents under 
investigation hinted Wednesday at his 
strategy for fighting any criminal 
charges against his clients. 
Icing Island lawyer Jack Solerwilz 
suggested that the agents burglarized 
only groups with connections to foreign 
governments. 


“ When the investigation gets a little 
more specific and thorough, the 
Justice Department will find there 
were connections to foreign hostile 
governments," he told a reporter. "By 
the 
Justice 
Department's 
own 
standards, warrantless searches are 
justified in cases where there is a 
foreign connection.” 
He refused to elaborate on the nature 
of the foreign links. 


Current department policy allows 
agents to break into and install elec­ 
tronic eavesdropping devices at 
premises occupied by foreign spies, 
but each operation must be approved 
by a series of F B I officials, including 
director Clarence M. Kelley, and by 
Atty. Gen. Edward H. l^evi. It’s not 
dear whether the break-ins would be 
permitted simply to search the 
premises. 


Miller contended there were strong 
reasons for reviving the operation that 
J. Edgar Hoover halted in 1966. 
Gray resurrected the tactic "to 
endeavor to penetrate the terrorist 
undergound operation," Miller said. 


"The thrust, the necessity of these 
things was to penetrate their com­ 
munications links," he said. "You 
have to understand that these people 
had bombed the Capitol, the Pentagon 
and subsequently the State Depart­ 
ment, and done a lot of other bombing 
as well.”

Edward S. Miller, who was Gray’s 
assistant director for the intelligence 
division, said Wednesday that Gray 
revived the burglary operation in late 
August 1972 in an effort to gather in­ 
telligence about Weather Underground 
m ilitants suspected of terrorist 
bombings. 
Miller acknowledged his own role in 
approving specific break-ins but said 
he did so only at Gray’s direction. 
He became the second former F B I 
official to point a finger at Gray. The 
New York Times reported Wednesday 
that W. Mark Felt acknowledged ap­ 
proving two burglaries in 1972 because 
“ that was what he (Gray) wanted.” 
In response to Felt’s assertions. 
Gray issued a statement through his 
lawyer saying he never approved 
break-ins in F B I investigations of 
fugitive Weathermen, the Times said.

BEIR U T , Lebanon (A P) — Random 
shelling 
killed 
scores 
of 
non­ 
combatants Wednesday night 
and 
today as Christian and Moslem gun­ 
ners duelled across the confrontation 
line in Beirut. 
Hundreds of shells hit apartment 
buildings in the Christian residential 
quarter of Ashrafiyeh. Many residents 
spent the night in shelters. 
Shells from Christian east Beirut fell 
at random in the Moslem quarters of 
west Beirut. 
Hospitals estimated that more than 
HO persons were killed during the 
night. 
However, some leftist sources 
reported that fighting had slowed in 
anticipation of an initiative by Arab 
heads of state to end the 16-month civil 
war. But leftist Moslem leader Kamal 
Jumblatt told 5,000 members of his 
Druze sect that “ the battle for the 
mountains is forthcoming.
